THE ITALIAN FORGERIES. 

RELEASE OF THE RASCAIS. 7 

Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Jan. 5.—Charies Becker and 
George Engelis, the two men who were ar- 
rested Friday last on a charge of having 
been engaged in the forgery of commercial 
securities in Italy, were discharged 
from custody . this afternoon by 
United States Commissioner Osborne. 
The prisoners were arrested by 
Police Inspector Byrne, on the request of the 
Condert Brothers, Consuls for the Italian 

Government, sustained by a dispatch 
Mr. Crosby. United States Consul at For- 
ence, saying that proofs of Engells’ and 
Becker’s criminality were available. They 
were taken before Commissioner Os- 
berne on 3 tion by the Italian 
Ambassador — Washington for their 


commitment to jail to await the mandate 


from President Hayes for their extradition 
to Italy for trial. They had been twice 
previous to-day before the Commissioners, 
but not a line or particle of evidence was 
preferred against them, because it 
HAD NOT REACHED THIS COUNTRY YET. 

On Tuesday the prisoners’ counsel, Henry 
E. Knox and Ira Shafer, moved for their dis- 
charge on four separate grounds, one of 
them being that the Court, under the treaty 
of extradifion between the United 
States and Italy, had not ac- 
quired the furisdiction of the prison- 
ers. The Commissioner reserved his decision 
on the motion until to-day, when he said he 
was convinced he had no jurisdiction to hold 
the prisoners. The fifth subdivision of the 
treaty of extradition with Italy re- 
quired, in direct terms, that the 
in a proceeding for extra- 


petitioning Power of a duly authenticated 
copy of the record of conviction, or of the 
warrant issued against the person sought to 
be extradited; that such certificate should be 
first presented to the President of the United 
States, and that then he should issue his man- 
date to the judicial authority for the issue of 
a warrant for the arrest of the accused per- 
son. : 

THIS PROVISION OF THE TREATY 
overruled the acts of Congress, and seemed 
to be an extra requirement not embodied in 
extradition treaties generally.

He did not fight much of a battle,—sd much 
the better; but the’ movement was well 
planned, ably conducted, and, best of all, 
successful. My orders were carried out to 
the letter, and I am in every way gratified.” 

To the ingiury as to whether any news 
from Maj. Ilges had been recetved during 
the day, Gen. Breck replied that, in a tele- 
gram received in the morning, it was stated 
that on the mornitig of the 3d inst. Maj. Liges 
moved out from his camp on Poplar River 
(which stream must not be confused with a 
creek of the same name that flows into it) 
toward the camp of the Yanktonnais, dis- 
tant about twenty miles south on the Red 
Water, his purpose being to capture the 
freighters. from Gall’s band, who, under 
Crow, fled for shelter to their confréres when 
their tepees were shelled on the ist. Before 
ILGES REACHED THE YANKTONNAIS’ CAMP 
he was met by a delegation of the head men 
therefrom, who besought him not to advance 
further, promising faithfully to surrender all

AT CHICAGO ARMY HEADQUARTERS. 
The following dispatch was received from 
Maj. Ilges at Military Headquarters yester- 
day, under date ot dan.

“T moved the hostiles to-day to my camp, 
and have them under guard. There are, by 


. actual count, 195 of them, and about 100 more

I proceeded this morning against 
them, and was met by Yankton Chiefs, who 
requested that 1 should not visit 
their camp, and who promised to 
turn all the hostiles over to me 
by to-morrow. When this is accomplished I 
will move them at once to Fort Buford. I 
have burned and destroyed forty-two of their 
guns, which were worthless, and will get 
more to-morrow. There will be about 300 
horses when all are gathered in. Reliable news 
is just received that Sitting Bull, with over 
100 lodges, is at the crossing of Milk River, 
fifty-two miles from here. ‘The train from Fort 
Keogh, on the Red Water, will probably 
reach ns to-morrow. The Crow surrendered 
his ponies and guns this morning as I antici- 
pated.

SenxnaToR Mond Ax. of Alabama, has been 
talking to a correspondent of the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, and has contradicted some 
of the favorit views of his party’s organs.

His views are extreme- 
ly short-sightéd, The idea that the South 
would suffer no pecuniary loss by the emi- 
gration of 500,000 trained laborers, or that 
their places could be gupplied by free bar- 
barians from Africais exceedingly ludicrous.

DEMOCRATIC CENTRALIZATION.

We question whether any member of the 
Democratic party in Chicago has any very 
clear idea of what the “centralizatioh’”’ is 
against which he declares he is opposed, and 
we question very much if he has any clearer 
understanding of what he means by “an in- 
divisible Union of indestructible States.“ 
To the average reader, if these propositions 
have any defined meaning, they are wholly 
inconsistent. 

This term “ centralization ” comes dowrf to 
us as a slang frase from the days of slavery. 
The Constitution itself recites that it was es- 
tablished “to form a more pertect Union, es- 
tablish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide fon the common defense, promote 
the general welfare, and secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” 
But for the greater part of a century all this 
was claimed to mean that human slavery, as 
it existed in certain States, was higher than 
any Constitution; and that any action, legis- 
lative or otherwise, which directly or indi- 
rectly questioned the sanctity of slavery was 


a conversion of the Government into a 


“centralized” power, as distinguished from 
a Governmentof the States. Whien the Dem- 
ocratic party became a pro-slavery party it of 
course adopted the cry of “ no centralization,” 
and though that never had any other 
meaning than Hands off of slavery,” the 
Democrats of Chicago repeat the miserable 
old pro-slavery cry in 1881 as if slavery were 
an existing institution. 

One of the grave accusations recited in the 
Resolutions of 98. as proof of the centraiiza- 
tion of the Government in that day, was the 
enactment of a law by Congress punishing 
the counterfeiting of the notes of the United 
States Bank. It was then denied that Con- 
gress had any power ta puffish érimes, and 
claimed that this was a power belonging ex- 
clusively to the States. Perhaps the Chicago 
Democratic Ci incluge the laws punishing 
the ceunterfei of National-bank notes as 
an evidence of centralization, just as the 
Democrats of Tennessee, Alabama, Geo rgia, 
and other Southern States do the laws pun- 
ishing the illicit distillation of spirits.

But now comes the “fierce Democracy of 
Chicago, declaribg that ours is “an indivisi- 
ble Union of indestructibie States.” This is 
the most emphatic of all formulas of central- 
ization. If the States have no power to break 
the Union in which they are wronged and 
outraged; if the minority is hopelesly and 
mextricably under the Gominion of the ma- 
jority; if the Union does not exist by “the 
consent of the States,” as the old Demoeratle 
dogma affirmed? if the Union is not, as Mr. 
Tilden says itis, merely held together by a 
thread that a breath can snap; it the States 
are helpless, powerless, and fgrever bound in 
an ‘indivisible Union.“ -an a centrali 
more. centralized than this be imagined ? 
Can a consolidation of the Government more 
eonsolidated be dé@vised than this? Nay, 
more, the States, ac to. this Demo- 
eratic theory, have u privilege of 
the slave to commit’ suicide, nor his 
hope of delivefance through death. The 
States are declared to be “indestructible,” 
that is, immortal, condemned for all 
time to be part of a Union Wach is inimor- 
tal also in its indivisibility. The right of 
révolution is banished. The truths of the 
Declaration of Independence are forever si- 
lenced. The Union is indivisible by consent, 
or even by the of any of the mein- 
bers, —dbeea use members are indestructi- 
ble. The protests of the Democrats of Chi- 
cago ugülnst centralization” and their affirm- 
ance thatours is “an indivisible Union of 
indestructible States,” betrays a degree of 
inconsistency only pardonable upon the pre- 
sumption that those who adopted this plat- 
form dig not understand what they were 
talking About, and that they believed it con- 
talned some occult wisdom as profound at 
least as that hidden in the philosophical con- 
nundrum of what would be the réult should 
an immovable bedy be struck by an irresist- 


ible force. 

ARE THE YEARS OF GRACE ENDED! 

From time immemorial it has been custom- 

ary to characterize each new year as a year 
of grace, but fer some inscrutable reasons, 
growing out of ignorance and superstition, 
and poth combined, there are many people 
who are inclined to omit this pleasant ap- 
pendage to the, year 1881, and to look upon it 
with suspicion as pregnant with evils of 
every deseriptien, and destined to be a year 
of calamity rather than of grace. Mother 
Shipton is responsible for much of this,—that 
unauthorized and aciduious od pessimist 
having figured out in her weird cabala that 
the world and everything in it will de de- 
stroyed in 1881. Why any credence should 
be placed in this croaking old woman does 
not clearly appear, or why her prognostica- 
tions should be entitled to any more respect 
than is paid to the fortunetellers in our back 
streets, or to the seventh child of the sev- 
enth child who in some dingy tenement 
reads the future in her greasy cards or 
restores errant swains to love-lorn servant- 
girls with her Egyptian love-powders. But 
such is the ease nevertheless, and un- 
doubtedly many people, very sensible in all 
other respects, recall the prophecy of this 
mumbling old hag and confidently expect 
to see the earth shrivel up like a burned 
scroll before another year rolls round, and 
thus defeat the many well-laid schemes of 
men and miice. There is one ray of hope, 
however, they do not consider. If the prus- 
ent year is really to be the last entry in 
recorded time and the world is going to the 
demnition bowwows, would not the ghost 
of Miller be at work among his followers, 
urging them to close up their earthly ae 
counts, prepare their ascension robes anew, 
and, mounting the highest localities in their 
neighborhood, await the sound of the wheels 
of the chariots predestined to convey the 
elect to the mansions of the blest? 
A nother prophet, less blood-eurdling and 
comprehensive than Mother Shipton, after 
studying the signs in the skies, foresees 
that a huge comet is to tumbie into the sun 
this year, thus adding fuel toa fire which is al- 
ready pretty hot to bear in July and August.

POSAIL SAVINGS-BANES. 

Among the subjects for National legislation 
that have been lost sight of during the polit- 
ical struggle of the past year is the proposed 
establishment of a postal savings-bank sys- 
tem in this country. It has been brought to 
mind again by a recently published report 
made in the latter part of the year to the 
Postmaster-General by Mr. Harrison, who is 
the inspector of the money-order system for 
the Post-Office Department. This report, 
without contributing any useful suggestions 
as to the details of a postal savings system, 
furnishes important evidence of the success 
of such a system in other countries. In the 
ease of Great Britain, Mr. Harrison speaks 
after a personal investigation of its business. 

The Post-Office savings-bauks of Great 
Britain were first opened in 1861, and after 
they had been in operation one ear there 
were 2,535 offices engaged in the business, 
with deposits amounting to over $10,000,000, 
The number of the offices had increased to 
6,016 by Jan, 1, 1880; the deposits during the 
year had amounted to nearly $50,000,000, 
and the amount standing te the crédit 
of depositors was ever $155,000,000. 
Two notable cireniistances are © 
be remarked in the history of the British 
Post-Office banks. One is that during the 
year 1879, notwithstanding the great distress 
that had prevailed in Ireland, the amount 
standing to the credit of the depositors in the 
Irish Post-Offices was nearly $500,000 greater 
at the end df the year than at the beginning. 
The other is that the regular savings- banks 
of England have about $10,000,000 more 
money oh deposit than they had when the 
postal banks were started. The inference 
from these two elrcumstances is that the 
Post-Office savings-b anks not only encourage 
the habit of laying by money, but induce 
certain classes to save their money who 
would not otherwise do so, and who, if they 
did Save, would merely -hoard their small 
surplus and then keep it out of circulation. 

The points made by Mr. Harrison in favor 
of the system he advocates are very much 
the same as have been made in Tus Trisvne 
from time to time. A postal savings system 
would undoubtedly @atourage thrift and 
economy, command confidence from 
those disposed to distrust the usual 
private or corporate savings institutions, 
accommodate many seetlons which are 
removed from the regular savings-banks, 
discourage the hoarding and hiding-away of 
savings, identify the people using the postal 
banks and holding postal bonds with the 
best inter ests of the Government, insure the 
permanent retention of a large part of the 
National debt at home, and prove a strong 
protection for the working classes during 
panics, Had the system of savings bonds 
been fully matured there is little doubt that 
it would have materially aided the Govern- 
ment in the effort to refund the bonds matur- 
ing this year at the very lowest rate of inter 
est that has ever been suggested. 

It isa pity that Mr. Harrison did not im- 
prove his opportunity for studying and in- 
specting the established systems of postal 
savings-banks to suggest such provisions for 
a law as would make those institutions in 
this country the most generally useful to the 
people and at the same time assure the 
greatest possible protection against defalca- 
tions and political abuses. The subject is 
one which, though the desirability of the 
system conceded, should be thoroughly 
investigated before passing a law to estab- 
lish it in this country. There is not the 
slightest danger, however, that it will re- 
ceive any attention from the present Con- 
gress; as it is how feared that the present 
session will hardly serve to pass the legisla- 
tion aotuhlly necessary, The next Congress 
should certainly take up the matter de novo 
and give it the most earnest attention.

The detachment was met by two men with 
a letter summoning the Colonel to surren- 
der, allowing two minutes for decisiof. The 
Colonel refused to comply with the demand, 
and formed his men, when fire was immedi- 
ately opened on all sides. The officers were 
almost instantly shot down, and the force 
disabled. The Colonel then ordered a sur- 
render. Eighty-six men were buried on the 
field and twenty-six have since died. Capt. 
Lathbert estimates the number of Boers at 
Heidelberg at 8,000. He met a large number 
of Boers gomg in from thé Orange Free 
State.

WaAsuineron, D. C., Jan. 5.—Springer’s 
Reapportionment bill provides that, when- 
ever anew State is admitted to the Union, 
the Representatives assigned to it shail be 
in addiuon to the number 293; that Sec. 23 of 
the Revised Statutes of the United States 
shall be amended so as to read as follows: 

The Legisiature of each State, as soon as 
practicable after the passage of this act, and at 
every subsequent apportionment of Representa- 
tives in Congress after a new census, shall divide 
the State as herein provided. States entitled to 
one Representative in Congress shall con- 
stitute one Oongressional district. States 
entitled to two Representatives shail be 
divided into Congressional districta as nearly 
equal in population as possible. States entitied 
to three Represeutatives shall constitute one 
Congressional district, in which there shall be 
elected three Representatives in the manner here- 
inafter provided. States entitled to tour Repre- 
sentatives shall be divided iato two districts, in 
one of which districts there shall be elected 
three Representatives, and in the other there 
shall be elected une Representative. Sates en- 
titled to five Representatives shall constitute 


be elected. States entitled to six Hepresenta- 

tives shall be divided into two districts, in each of 
which there shall be elected three Representa- 
tives. States entitled to seven Representatives 
shall be divided into three districts, in 
two of which districts there shail be 
elected three Representatives each, and 
in the other district one Representative; 
and all other States shall be so divided by the 
Legislatures thereof as to constitute districts 
in which one, three, and fluss Representatives 
shali be elected, according to the number of 
Representatives to which each State is entitied, 
each State being divided into as many districts 
as three will be contained in the whole number 
of Representatives to which such State is enti- 
tlad. except where there is a fraction of two, in 
which case one of the districts shall be entitled 
to five,and where there is ‘a fraction of one 
there shall be one other district, in which one 
Representative shall be elected. 


POPULATION. 
Congressional districts in which one Represent- 
ative in Co ugress shall be elected shall contain a 
population equal to the ratioof population of one 
member in Congress. Districts entitled to three 
members shall contain a population equal to 
threv ratios, and districts entitled to five mem- 
bers shall contain a population equal to five 
ratios, or, in all cases, as nearly so as practica- 
bie. The districts shall be formed of contiguous 
and compact térritory, connected by county or 
parish lines, except in counties or parishes hav- 
ing a greater population than the ratio 
one Representative in Congress, fh which 
case portions of such county or parish 
may be attached to ‘contiguous territory 
in other districts. In districts entitled to one 
Representative in Congress, each qualifiedeliect- 
or may vote for one person for Representa- 
tive, and no more. In districts entitled to three 
Representatives each elector may vote for two 
persons for Representatives, and for no more; 
and in districts entitied to Representatives, 
each elector may vote for three Representatives ‘ 
and for no more. Where any ballot contains the 
names of more candidates for Representative in 
Congress than the elector is entitied to vote for, 
such ballot shall be counted as blank 80 far as 
Representatives in Congress are concerned.

The President said he would 
refer the matter to the Attorney-General for 
another opinion, and asked Wilson to pre- 
pare a full declaration of the colonists’ posi- 
tion, and lay it before the Attorney-General, 
Respecting Maj.
